ZEPPELIN WORKS 
DENIES BAD ACCIDENT. 

Friedrichshafen, Germany, May 17. 
(Friday)—(?)—The Zeppelin works 
received word early this morning that 
the Graf Zenpelin, with two of its 
five motors out of commission, was 
making slow headway against a 
strong wind but was nearing the es- 
tuary of the Rhone river. 

Officials of the Zeppel: . works here 
declined tonight to make any state- 
ment on the situation. A feeling of 
black depression seemed to have set- 
tled over the entire works at the news 
that the damage necessitated a return 
here. 

Tomorrow noon was the earliest 
that the airship was expected but it 
was said that she might not appear 
over Lake Constence before 4 p. m. 

The works did deny emphatically 
rumors that the Zeppelin had met 
with a more serious mishap than the 
crippling of two of its five motors. 
It was said that radio communica- 
tion was being steadily maintained. 


RUNS INTO STORM 


IN RHONE AREA.

Friedrickshafen, Germany, May 17. 
(Friday)—(United News)—The big 
dirigible Graf Zeppelin, forced to 
abandon its projectec flight to Amer- 
ica because of motor trouble which 
developed before it reached Gibraltar, 
was limping back to its hangar here 
this morning thfough a storm beaten 
area in southern rence. 

Weather on the dirigible’s route 
was becoming steadily worse, accord- 
ing to advices received here shortly | 
after midnight. 

Strong northerly gales were sweep- 
ing through southern France in the 
vicinity of Marseilles, which Dr. Hugo 
Eckener, commander of the dirigible, 
said he expected to reach at 3 a. m. 

The dirigible, which was last report- | 
ed making about 62 miles an hour, was | 
expected to follow the Rhone valley 
through France. The weather reports 
said there was a Jow pressure area in 
the Gulf of Genoa and the Ligurian 
sea, causing strong gales through the 
valley. 

It was believed. that .the Graf Zep- 
pelin’s trip would be made more @iffi- 
cult by the heavy clouds, rain and 
wind reported in the Rhone valley. Dr. | 
Eckener probably would be forced to | 
follow the river as his only guide for | 
night flying under a cloudy sky. |

over Cape de Lanao, between Valencia 
and Alicante, on the Spanish Mediter- 
ranean coast about 6:35 p. m. (12:35 
p. m., eastern standard time), after 
approximately 1,000 miles had been 
negotiated, : 

Dr. Eckener advised officials that 
he hoped to reach Friedrichshafen 
about 10 a. m. : 

Radio operators here said they. were 
able to hear the big dirigible’s wire- 
less working but said full details of 
the trouble had not been received, Of- 
ficials said they regretted that Dr. 
Duerr, the Zeppelin constructor, was 
absent from the works today. They 
expressed satisfaction, however, with 


the decision to turn back. 


The meeting, composed of 49 guard 
officers, and representing another 86 
officers through proxy, did not know 
that General Varker had been reap- 
pointed, officers stated ‘Thursday 
night, although the renaming of the 
adjutant general had been made by 
executive order, 

Officers Silent on Course. 

Asserting that Governor Hardman 


had urged during the recent campaign 
that the association recommend an of- 
ficer for adjutant general and that the 
governor had promised in the event 
he was re-elected that such recommen- 
dation would be followed by appoint- 
ment of the association’s choice, the 
officers Thursday night refused te 
comment on what the association or 
the committee it had appointed to in- 
terview Governor Hardman would do, 
after officers had learned that General 
Parker already had been renamed for 
the post. 

When the association by an over- 
whelming vote had resolved to have 
a committee interview Governor Hard- 
man, a group of officers left the meet- 
ing, later making public a minority 
resolution which declared that it was 
the opinion of the minority that the 
majority had «stepped beyond appro- 
priate bounds by its actien. 

General, Parker in a short state- 
ment following action of the meeting, 
said that he did not attend the gath- 
ering as he did not consider it was to 
take any constructive action, but that 
rather its tactics were to be destruc- 
tive, 


Object of Officers. 


Officérs of the association stated 
that its action looking toward an in- 
terview with the governor was not for 
the purpese of embarrassing the state's 
chief executive, and was not aimed at 
General Parker, but merely was to 
learn if the governor still would enter- 
tain a recommendation from the asso- 
ciation. They: stated that should the 
committee from the association learn 
that the governor did not want the 
recommendation, the committee would 
not offer the name of Colonel Whita- 
ker. 

It also was unanimously agreed. 
they stated, that whoeever takes the 
office of adjutant general will have 
the undivided and loyal support of the 
entire organization. 

The minority report bore ten signa- 
tures, while 49 officers attended the 
convention and 86 more voted by 
proxy. 

It was brought out during the meet- 
ing that the association was of the 
opinion that the state’s adjutant gen- 
eral, who is the commanding officer of 
the entire state's militia forces, should 
be chosen from among the officers o 
the guard. |

“Whereas the chair has held, with 
the approval of the majority, that this 
organization is without a constitution 
and by-laws, and that the copy there- 
of, under which we have acted for 
some years, is without force; ;

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Actual Work on Depot To 
Begin Within Week; 
Early Start Seen on Of- 
fice Structure.

Approval by the Georgia public 
service commission, on Thursday, of 
the erection of a new union depot 
on a site adjoining the Thrower build-* 
ing and facing the Forsyth street via- 
duct, not’ only solyed Atlanta’s 30- 
year-old struggle to do away with the 
unsightly train shed on the old Union 
depot Bite, but also made _ possible 
erection of a $5,000,000 17-story of- 
fice and storage building on the old 
depot site, which Chicago interests 
have announced would go forward as | 


soon as the site was made available. 

Actual constructicn on the new de- 
pot will begin withir. a week, it was 
stated after the action of the com- 
mission, by James A. Perry, chair- 
man. President J. B. Hill, of the 
Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis 
railroad, already has prepared and 
submitted detailed plans for the build- 
ing and was only awaiting the ap- 
proval of the: commission before put- 
ting a crew of workmen to the task 
of changing tracks and beginning the 
new depot construction. ; 

Action of the commission, in 
permitting change of the depot site, 
thus brings to Atlanta two magnifi- 
cent developments. First, the new 
depot which, President Hill has stated, 
will be completed, if possible, in time 
for the opening of the winter traffic 
next fall. Secondly, the great office 
and storage building which, according 
to representatives of the Chicago in- 
terests, already has been planned and 
will be started at an early date. 

The commission's order also takes 
cognizance of a plan to build a com- 
bination office and storage building 
on the old site at a cost of $3,000,- 
000, which is proposed by the United 
Cold Storage Company, Inc., of Chi- 
cago, and stated that details of these 
plans, in all probability, will be work- 
ed out early in the summer. 

In its order the commission granted 
the road authority to build the new 
station, change its tracks and make 
other preparations and also issued its 
order without any specified conditions 
as to the use the railroad would make 
of the old site. It stated that the 
value of the property was so great 
that the commission was convinced 
that it would be used for a big com- 
mercial development and declared the 
use of the property for freight yards 
is an impossibility. 

This action by the commission ends 
a 30-year fight that has been waged 
in Atlanta for a new Union station. 
The present building has been an of- 
fense to the eye for many years and, 
located in the heart of the city, it 
has brought much unfavorable com- 
ment. 

The plans for the new station call 
for an investment of apprc-:cimately 
$400,000. The plans show that a 
plaza will be erected facing the For- 
syth street viaduct ‘and that the sta- 
tion will be set back a short distance 
from this street. It also is contem- 
plated that an entrance to the build- 
ing* will be cut into the Thrower 
building located immediately adjoining 
the site on the north. Passenger trains 
will come in on the ground floor,

LEADERS OF U. 8. 
BUSINESS PLAN 
~VINT TO RUSSIA 


Recognition of Soviets 
May Follow Trip; Hoov- 
er Gives Approval To 

»Projected Journey.

Washington, May 16.—A delegation 

of leading American businessmen 
will visit Russia during July and 
August for a survey of economic con- 
ditions, an event of unusual signifi- 
eance because it .as been approved, 
it is understood, by both IT’resident 
Hoover and Secretary of State Stim- 
son. 

The president and his secretary of 
state have been advised of the mis- 
sion and its nature. 

Arouses Keen Interest. 

The visit accordingly has aroused 
keen interest among those agitating 
for recognition of the soviet republic. 
This includes Senator Borah of Idaho, 
chairman of the foreign relations com- 
mittee, who regards the mission as a 
most promising contribution to his 
campaign for Russian recognition. It 


is the first venture of this kind since 
the revolution 12 years ago and with- 
drawal of recognition when the so- 
viets came into power. 

Borah believes tha. the weight of 
business is the most <«ffective factor 
for influencing the government's. view- 
point. He re-introduced at the begin- 
ning of the special session his resolu- 
tion for recognition, and is contem- 
plating calling before his committee 
later some of those who will make the 
tour. He has withheld any agitation 
for his resolution until completion 
of the survey, of which has been close- 
ly advised. 

Leave duly 13. 


The delegation, expected to number 
about 50 or more, will leave Berlin 
for Russia July 13, following the 
meefing of the International Chamber 
of Commerce there. 

The survey will last a month. It 
is sponsored by the American-Russian 
Chamber of Commerce, which num- 
bers many prominent American busi- 
nessmen as its directors, some of 
whom will make the trip. 

The list of those who will comprise 
the mission has not been completed 
yet. Among those in charge of it, 
directors of the American-Russian 
Chamber of Commerce, are: Reeve 
Schley, vice president Chase National 
bank, New York; W. A. Harriman, 
George Le Blanc, vice president Equit- 
able Trust Company; Loyal Osborne, 
president Westinghouse Electric Com- 
pany; J. H. Rand, chairman Rem- 
ington-Rand Company; G. P. Whaley, 
president Vacuum Oil Company; W. 
H. Woodin, president American Car 
Foundries Company; Alfred H. 
Swayne, vice president General Mo- 
tors: H. H, Westinghouse, Westing- 
house Brake Company, and Charles 
M. Mnuehnic, assistant to the presi- 
dent, Baldwin Locomotive Works. 


Interests in Russia. 


Industries represented by these 
men already have interests in Russia. 
Many big business corporations long 
have agitated for recognition of Rus- 
sia in order to have this government's 
backing in development projects there, 
which include oil, manganese, power 
development and sale of agricultural 
implements, among others. 

This mission will look over the field 
generally on behalf of American busi- 
ness interests ‘they represent, but 
their information as to the stability 
of business conditions and government 
will undoubtedly be a factor in shap- 
ing this government's future policy. 

The administration has given no 
inkling of any change of policy, 
though those favering recognition 
have felt the Hoover administration 
might bring a change. Recently, Sec- 
retary of State Stimson wrote to an 
American Federation of Labor offi- 
cial that the administration was “cou- 
templating” no change of policy, but 
this was not taken as in any way 
a final word. The federation has 
opposed recognition, and the inquiry 
was prompted by reports that Presi- 
dent Hoover might change present 


policy. 
Seare Dying Down. 

The old seare of “bolsheviki,” 
which has died down considerably, 
long was a factor against recogni- 
tion. There was also a legal ground 
in the repudiation by the soviet gov- 
ernment of the Kerensky government's 
war debts. .The Coolidge administra- 
tion maintained a solid front against 
recognition,

neous Combustion Due 
to Lax Inspection. 


DOOR.TO FILM 
VAULT FOUND OPEN 


Plumber Who Saw - Be- 
ginning of Tragedy Tells 
of Cause—No Individual 
Named in Charge. 


Cleveland, Ohio May 16.—(#)-- 
Spontaneous combustion in an over- 
heated storeroom caused the fire and 
explosions that wrecked the Cleveland 


Clinie building and took the lives of 
125 patients, nurses and doctors, fire 
wardens reported today. 

The heat came from a leaky steam 
pipe in the basement room, Deputy 
Wardens Max Gross and P. T. Ferrie, 
who made an investigation, reported. 

Coroner A. J. Pearse tonight said 
“It is obvious that negligence led to 
the explosion.” However, neither his 
report nor that of the fire wardens 
attempted to fix responsibility. 

It was the story of Bofferty Bogs, 
a plumber, who was sent to repair 
the pipe, which led to the investigation 
and the decision that the heat caused 
the flames which liberated cleuds of 
poisonous gases and overcame many 
of the 300 occupants of the building. 

123 Known Dead. 

As reports were received regularly 
of additional deaths, due to the iu- 
sidious action of the fumes, the total 
mounted toward the 130 mark, with 
indications that this number would 


Le increased before tomorrow. The 
late night list contained the names of 
123 dead. 

Bogg told the authorities he found 
the. fireproof door to the vault open, 
and the place where the films were 
kept full of steam, presumably from 
a leaky pipe. He was unable to find 
the leak, however, and finally noticed 
a brown, sticky substance on the ceil- 
ing from which steam seemed to be 
issuing. 

He used a fire extinguisher with 
no effect and was overcome a few 
minntes Jater by the gas. “As he 
was attempting to crawl out of t 
room, Bogg said, an explosion lift 
him through the door and he even- 
tually reached the outside, seeming to 
be none the worse for ‘the experience. 


Probers Study Door. 


The blistered vault door, which waa 
supposed to close automatically when 
the heat reached a sufficiently high 
degree to melt a_link of metal, held 
the attention of some of the investi- 
gators. Had it been closed, authorities 
agreed, the tragedy would have been 
averted. Fire Wardens Ferrie and 
Gross made a minute examination of 
the door and decided definitely it was 
wide open when the explosion oec- 
curred, as Bogg related. They were 
in doubt, however, whether there had 
been suffient heat in the room before 
the explosion to melt the fusible link 
which should have closed the door. 
Bogg was held in technical custody 
until further investigations have been 
completed, 

In addition to the steam pipe 
theory, authorities began their investi- 
gation with two other ideas in mind 
as to how the films might have been 
ignited. Crossed wires on the X-ray 
machine might have provided the 
spark, they believed, or some one 
might have been burning rubbish in 
the nearby furnace and a spark had 
blown in. » % 

After the films began to burn. it is 
believed, the entire stock exploded and

While the station proper wili be locat-

seit clouds of fumes rolling upward 
thtugh the stairways and ventilators. 
With the space between the roof and 
the ceiling of the upper rooms, and 
the rentilators full of the sickening 
yellowish-brown gas, the second and 
heavest explosion occurred. 

The cigar-box-like structure was 
shaken from the top of its fourth 
floor te its foundation. Medicine cases, 
mirrors, pictures were blown from the 
walls, which were cracked. Tart of 
the rooi caved in and the skylight 
and windows blown out. Occupants of 
the third floor stampeded toward the 
clevator, attempting in yain to attract 
the operator. Firemen found a heap 
of dead bodies before the elevator 
door on that floor. 

Scenes in the corridors and upper 
floors were heartbreaking. Men and 
women, suffocated by the gas, 
dropped in the hallways while others 
dragged themselves toward windows 
and doors as the flames licked the 
woodwork. and shot toward the top 
floor. Many reached the stairways 
safely only to be crushed by _ the 
weight of falling bodies from behind. 


Coroner Makes Blood Tests. 


Dr. A. J. Pearse, county coroner, 
announced that blood tests he made 
{rom three bodies indicated death was 
eaused by inhalation of hydrocanic 
acid gas and bromine gas, the blood 
showing heavy traces of both. Dr. 
B. S. Klein, of Mount Sinai hospital 
also found the same gases in the 
blood of victims. 

Eight doctors lost their lives, the 
last being Dr. John Phillips, interna- 
tionally known specialist and one 
of the founders of the Cleveland 
clinic. He was in the _ building 
when the catastrophe occurred, but 
walked home believing he had not 
been affected by the gas. He was 
taken ill toward evening and rushed 
to a hospital, where a blood trans- 
fusion was made, 

The men and women who were in 
the building at the time of the ex- 
plosion, in addition to the doctors and 
nurses, were there for examination. 
The building is one of a group of three 
and is known as the examination 
building. 

The other structures of the group 
are the Cleveland clinic hospital on 
Sast 90th street just off Euclid, ani 
a laboratory in the rear. The clinic 
building is at Euclid and East 90th 
streets. 

Building Used for Clinic. 

Patients seldom are kept at the 
| clinic building for more than a day. 
After their cases are diagnosed they

Canton, China, May 16.—(#)—Two 
well equipped armies totaling 170,000 | 
men engaged in serious battle tonight | 
on two fronts with this rich commer- 
cial city as the prize.

HOUSE PLANS T0 SEND 
~ BILL TO CONFERENCE 


Washington, May 16.—(#)—Taie 
way was opened today for a confer- 
ence between the nouse and the sen- 
ate to smooth out the d‘fferences that 
have arisen over the insertion of the 
export debenture plan in the farm re- 
lief bill by the senate. : 

The house rules committee § ap- 
proved a resolution to send the meas- 
ure to conference, but bearing a re- 
minder that it believed there was a 
question as to whether the senate had 
infringed. upon the rights of the house 
under the constitution to initiate rev- 
enue legislation. 

Speaker Longworth sald the resolu- 
tion would be taken up in the house 
at the opening of tomorrow's session. 
Under the rules one hour's debate 
would be permitted on the adoption 
of the rule and it would be subject 
to a majority vote. 

Representative Garner, of Texas, 
the minority leader, said he was op- 
posed to the adoption of the rule, 
preferring to see a straight vote on 
the incorporation of the debenture 
plan in the legislation. 

Ended Arguments. 


The resolution from the house rules 
committee ended the arguments that 
have been heard during the last week 
or more over whether the house should 
send the bill back to the senate. Its 
approval marked the culmination of a 
disposition to arbitrate the differences 
in conference which has been growing 
for the past two days. 

In deciding to prepare a rule, how- 
ever, the- republican leaders determin- 
ed to make it clear to the senate that 
they considered there was doubt as 
to the right of the senate to initiate 
the debenture proposal. They also de- 
clared in the resolution. that the ac- 
tion should not be considered as _ set- 
ting preeedent for the future. 

The decision was reached at a meet- 


steering committee of the house, 


Would Bridge Gap. 

Some members of the house believed 
this action would open a way to 
bridge the eonstitutional gap that has 
appeared between the two houses and 
still would leave the house free to 
assert its contention for the right to 
initiate revenue legislation in the fu- 
ture. 

The determination to avoid an open 
breach was reached after various mem- 
bers of the farm group had appealed 
to the leaders to refrain from pre- 
cipitating an argument which might 
lead to a long delay in the enactment 
of farm relief legislation. 

‘Senate leaders also urged them to 
permit the differences to be ironed 
out in conference. 

. Three of the ranking republican 
members of the house agriculture com- 
mittee attended the meeting of the 
steering committee today. They. were 
Chairan Haugen and Representatives 
Purnell, of Indiana, and Williams, of 
Illinois. They have expressed the be- 
lief that the debenture plan could be 
removed from the farm bill in confer- 
ence. 

Only rarely does the house resort 
to a rule to send a bill to conference 
the usual procedure is to submit meas- 
ures to conference committees for ar- 
bitration by unanimous consent. In 
this czse, Speaker Longworth said he 
had been informed this consent would 
not be given and a rule would be 
necessary, even if there was no desire 
to give expression to the views of the 
house.

FOKKER PLANE. STOCK 


New York, May 16.—(4)—The Gen- 
eral Motors Corporation today an- 
nounced its active participation in the 
aviation industry by the purchase of 
a block of 400,000 shares of common 
stock of the Fokker Aircraft Com- 
pany of America, representing a 40 
per cent interest in that concern.

Out of Usury Law. 

Only a few weeks ago the state 
of Pennsylvania passed a law taking 
call money out of the usury law. The 
senate of Illinois has just passed a 
bill following Pennsylvania. This bill 
is expected shortly to become a law 
making the rate to be charged on 
call money a matter of bargaining 
between the lender and the borrower. 
The new law will help Chicago as it 
has Philadelphia. With call money 
earning only 6 at Chicago naturally 
funds were sent here where the rate 
was much higher. The new law will 
draw money from New York to Chi- 
cago as it has from Wall Street to 
Philadelphia. 

Exactly a year ago the National 
City bank and its branches started a 
personal loan service, which -accord- 
ing to thé information now published 
has proved successful.

Students who rioted last week-end 
and threatened violence to Dr. T. T. 
Shields, president of the board of 
trustees, were «ejected today at the 
prospect that Shields would retain bis 
grip on the school. 

Although classes were held under a 
court injunction, the student hod? 
believed Dr. Shields probably would 
succeed in his attempt to dismiss the 
entire faculty. It was rumored also 
he might take legal means of closing 
the school, thus causing students to 
lose a semester's credits. 

A police guard on the campus was 
an effective check on student en- 
thusiasm. 

Don’t Dare Break Loose. 


“We don't dare try anything,” one 
student leader said. “They've got cops 
on the campus and it’s jail for us if 
we make a break.” 

Dr. H. C. Wayman, who retained 
the presidency of the university un- 
der the injunction order, kept up the 
attack on Dr. Shields, however. He 
also denounced Dr. L. M. Hale, Bap- 
tist minister of Springfield, Me..
